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Editorial Comment 


“QUE SERA” 


The lyrics of the currently popular song Que Sera keep going 
through my mind as I sit and wonder what — at this time —I could 
possibly say in a “guest” editorial. Last spring when I assumed the 
editorship of the LipRARIAN, it never occurred to me that this fall I 
would be 2000 miles away from sunny Tucson. However, it seems, as 
the song indicates, the future is not ours to see — and indeed it not 
ilways is! 


Although it was with some misgivings this past July that I re- 
juested a year's leave of absence in order to accept a graduate fellow- 
ship at Wayne University, the fact that the editorship would be left 
in the hands of such capable people as Sue Gondek and Jean Chadwick 
helped to put my mind at ease. Their wholehearted cooperation and 
intelligent assistance in helping to edit the summer issue confirmed my 
every expectation, so that I know the edict of the executive board that 
they carry on in my absence was a wise one. 


In spite of the 2000 miles separating us, distance in this modern 
age is never a barrier in maintaining communication and visiting with 
friends, even though they be cross country. Indeed, I had been back 
only a few days, when to my pleasant surprise, whom should I encounter 
on the campus at the University of Michigan? . . . Our immediate past 
president, Frances Fleming, no less! And with her a former business 
manager of the LiprARIAN, Elinor Yungmeyer! 


We are hoping our schedule will permit us to overcome the distance 
to Oklahoma City, so we can visit with more of you. However, I must 
confess that the motivation is not purely social. Since my work this year 
is concerned with educating librarians (school librarians, in particular) 
I feel that the theme of the Sixteenth Biennial Conference of SWLA 
is of special importance. Too, I agree with Pat Paylore, president of 
SWLA, when she states that “We believe . . . no issue before us should 
concern us so much as our own preparation for our jobs.” With the 
appearance of such articles as How to Lose Students in the Liprary 
JourNAL, April 15, p. 863, and Mr. Ralph Ulveling’s commentary in 
the same periodical of September 1, p. 1818, we realize the need for 
those of us in the profession to reassess and re-evalutae the “education 
of a librarian’ — not only in the light of better preparation, but in 
recruiting and re/aining competent, professional-minded individuals!

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THE PRESIDENT’S PAGE 


Time For the Big Push 


For a regrettable but compelling reason, our President has found 
it necessary to ask her “right-hand man” to pen this brief review of 
ASLA activities and, more pointedly, to write persuasively to each one 
of you about what lies just ahead of us all. She feels — and I know we 
all agree — that ASLA now faces one of the most crucial periods in its 
entire history. The long-time goal of a statewide library extension pro- 
gram, for which so many members have valiantly fought during the 
past decade, seems closer and brighter than it ever has, but this only 
means that we must all work harder than ever before to make certain 
the goal is reached. 





As you all know, the Library Services Act was signed in July by 
President Eisenhower, and later Congress appropriated money for put- 
ting the federal program into operation. The Office of Education has 
moved promptly to get the program rolling, and some states which 
already have effective extension programs have doubtless submitted 
their plans and applied for federal funds. 


Plans for Arizona's participation have moved forward rapidly, but 
everything depends upon action by the State Legislature. In July a 
budget, together with a statement of extension plans, was formulated 
and incorporated in the Department of Library and Archives’ legisla- 
tive budget request for 1957-58. The total budget for the first year’s 
program was figured at $89,000, of which $40,000 is to be the state’s 
share under the federal program. An emergency appropriation of 
$40,000 to be used during the current fiscal year will also be sought 
by Mr. Winsor when the Legislature meets in January. If both requests 
are approved by the Legislature, Arizona will be able to participate for 
the entire five-year period. 

Every member of ASLA should seriously and enthusiastically sup- 
port these requests for state funds. Let me exhort you to begin talking 
now with folks in your community about library extension, and keep

right on talking about it until the funds are granted. Urge the library- 
minded people in your community to get in touch with their representa- 
tives in the State Legislature — and convert all the other folks to library- 
mindedness. Get as many people as you can to talk personally with their 
legislators before January. The personal contact on home ground is 
worth far more than a letter sent to a legislator after he gets to Phoenix, 
but you should encourage letter-writing also. 

Now, as I see it, the role of each ASLA member is that of a spark 
that sets off a chain-reaction. You should urge as many folks as you 
can to tell their legislators about the benefits of a statewide library 
extension program; and get those folks to urge ofher citizens to do 
the same. There is no reason why we should not ourselves speak with 
legislators about it, but it is far, far more important that hundreds and 
thousands of other folks housewives, farmers, laborers, club women 

make direct appeals to their legislators. Only if we succeed in 
marshalling the support of the folks who will directly benefit from 
library service will the goal be reached. 

The Legislative Committee has already swung into action and, as 
this is written, is busy with the preparation of a brochure which will 
be distributed first at the Arizona State Fair, and then will be given 
wide distribution among local PTA groups, American Legion posts, 
labor unions, and many other groups of Arizonans. A special mimeo- 
graphed leaflet to be distributed at the AEA Convention is also in 
preparation. 

Gertrude Keuhl specifically asked me to tell you who the members 
of the Legislative Committee are. Mae Wiita is chairman, and the other 
members are Mildred Donham, Bill Bartels, Abbie Sparks, Mulford 
Winsor, Lela Jenewein and I. 

She asked also that I throw a bouquet to Bill Bartels, Dixie Thomp- 
son, and Billie Burt for the fine job they did in making preliminary 
arrangements for the ASLA Convention next spring. It is to be held 
in Scottsdale, as you've doubtless heard, at the Valley Ho, April 25 
and 26. 

Now let me get back to my major theme (and Gertrude’s): I'm 
sure each one of you realizes how very important it is that our campaign 
get into high gear right now in support of state funds to match federal 
funds for a statewide library extension program. Seize every opportunity 
you can to talk about it — and make every opportunity count!

Services Act through Congress and the work of the Federal Relations 
Committee during this time. There had been over 700 letters prepared 
by Mr. Winsor and sent out by the Committee in August.

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AMERICAN INSTITUTE FOR FOREIGN TRADE 


The Barton Kyle Yount Memorial Library at the American Insti- 
tue for Foreign Trade now houses a collection of 9,880 volumes, ac- 
cording to Miss Lora Jeanne Wheeler, Librarian, in her annual report. 

The book collection is concentrated principally on the various 
phases of business, commerce, international relations, transportation 
and the history and background of life in Latin America, the Far East 
and Europe. There is also a large collection of Spanish, Portuguese 
and French books. 

At AIFT emphasis is placed on current information, so in addition 
to the book collection, the library has available 206 periodicals, many 
of which are published in foreign countries. 

Augmenting both the books and periodicals is the vertical file, 
which contains catalogued material in pamphlet form. 

A unique feature of the AIFT library is the so-called “company 
file,” which now comprises information on 339 American business 
firms and industries in international business. This is supplemented by 
a collection of annual reports and house organs. 

The library at the American Institute for Foreign Trade is avail- 
able to residents of the Phoenix area on a reference basis and books 
may be borrowed through inter-library loan, Miss Wheeler said.

Book circulation increased 84 per cent since moving into the new 
library on October 18, 1952. Over this same period, the city’s popula- 
tion increased from 108,158 (July 1, 1951) to 171,869 (August 31, 
1956) an increase of 58.9 per cent. This shows that although there has 
been a phenomenal increase in population during the past five years, 
book circulation has increased much more.
